Censors Have No Place 


In a Land of the Free 


Gov. William O. Stratton of Illinois 
has proven himself a man of courage. In 
these days when censorship is so popular, 
he has vetoed a bill that would have al- 
lowed the censorship of comic books and 
allegediy lewd magazines and literature 
in his state. 

The governor said that literal appli- 
cation of the bill could have stopped the 
ale of nearly all the classics, including 


“Tom Sawyer” and “Treasure Island.” 
Gov. Stratton struck a blow for lib- 
erty with his veto, for the business of 


saving people from themselves has be- 
come an all too prevalent American pas- 
time. Censorship presumes an irresponsi- 
ble majority and an elite minority, with 
the latter class alone endowed with the 
distinction of being able to tell good from 
bad. 

This theory is absolutely inconsistent 
with a form of government dedicated to 
the principle of majority rule. 

Censorship in any form, whether of 
the news, art or literature, basically is 


bad. Without freedom to see, hear and 
know, without freedom of information, 
sound judgment is impossible. And it 


is on the judgment of the people—not just 
a few, but the majority—that the suc- 
cess of the American system depends.

Philippines’ Carlos Romulo 


Offers America Six Tips 


Carlos P 


Romulo, a good friend of the United States now acting as 


personal representative of the president of the Philippines to the U.S. 
government, has recently published some advice to Americans in the 
Yew York Times magazine. Mr. Romulo was his country's chief delegate 
to the Asian-African conference at Bandung last spring. Noting strong 
prodemocratic trends among the people represented there, and good will 


toward the U.S., 


Romulo also figures we are not as popular with Asians 


and Africans as we like to think we are, or hope to be. But he lists 
six chief criticisms of us and what ‘we can do about them, Coming from 
an expert like Romulo, it is advice we would do well to note. 


The six tips are as follows: 

1. We yap a lot about our be- 
lief in freedom and human rights, 
but we support colonial powers, 
or duck the issues, when questions 
of independence for such countries 
as Cyprus, Tunisia, Algiers and 
Morocco come up 

” We “talk big’ about billions 
of dollars we sent to bolster Fu- 
rope, and brag that the Marshall 
Plan saved Europe fron. disaster. 
But, says Romulo, the aid we send 
io Asia and Africa goes in fits 
and starts, and in amounts that 
are “‘chicken feed.’’ What's worse, 
says the man from the Philippines, 
such aid with sermons 
grateful those people 
should be to us for small favors, 
and how they should adopt our 
American way of life. 

3. Our hatred of communism 
looks like hysteria to Asians and 
Africans, and they wonder if we 
think straight. Demagogues like 
McCarthy, using communism as a 
national issue, give the impres- 
sion abroad that we are unsure of 
ourselves. 7 

4. Because of our past perform- 
ances, these people wonder, too, 
if we can be counted on to guar- 
antee their security, even after 
we pledge such guarantees. Or 
might we not be expected to with- 
draw to our mainiand? . 

5. Why, Romulo asks, must we

always brag about the superiority 
of our way of life? What is good 
for us, he points out, may not nec- 
essarily be good for others who 
have had a different way of life 
of their own for 2,000 years. 

6. Our atomic weapons strike the 
Bandung folks as ‘‘the latest ex- 
pression of American material- 
ism.”’ 

Romulo would advise us to wise 
up on Asia’s and Africa’s needs, 
make SEATO more like NATO, 
and pipe down considerably on 
some of the above topics. He does 
not argue whether any of the 
above criticisms are just or unjust. 
But he seems to figure that we 
should show with deeds, as we 
keep insisting Russia do, our good 
intentions, and not yak so much 
in world-public about communism, 
nuclear experiments in destruc- 
tion, and how wonderful we are.

Closer to the city camera head- 
quarters advertise: “‘We Give 
Away a Million Dollars Worth of 
Advice Every Day. Come In and 
Get Yours.” 


We had heard that the Indian 
play was good. We expected it to 
be good. It far exceeded expecta- 
tions. ‘‘Magnificent’’ is the word. 


Not only is the pageant fulfilling 
its dramatic purpose, playing "p 
the history and traditions of the 
Cherokee Indians, but it is also 
benefiting the descendants of Juna- 
luska, Tsali, Drowning Bear and 
others who a century ago were 
victims of the white man’s in- 
humanity to the red. 

Half the cast and two-thirds the 
operating staff of ‘“‘Unto These 
Hills’ are Indians. In five years 
their take in salaries has been 
$400,000. Box office receipts have 
made it possible for the Cherokee 
Historical Assn., the profit con- 
trolling corporation, to spend half 
a million dollars to better the liv- 
ing and learning conditions on the 
Qualla Reservation. 


Part of the money has gone into 
a scholarship fund, part into a 
school of arts, crafts and dramat- 
ics. Ticket sales have financed a 
community development program, 
they have paid for a Cherokee 
farmers’ market. They are going 
to pay for a stout swinging bridge 
to provide an outlet for residents 
in a remote section of the 57,0(0- 
acre reservation. 

Speaking of bridges, Chief Osley 
Bird Saunooke has been aving 
trouble with his. The world knows 
how the suspension bridge to the 
Saunooke trading post fell, with 
fatalities, the weekend of the 
Fourth. A few days later a re- 
placement span, nonswinging, was 
swept away by an eight-foot wall 
of water arising from a cloudburst 
upstream. The chief hasn't given 
up. A third bridge is in place. He 
hopes it stays. 

The some 3,500 Indians on the 
reservation elect a chief and vice 
chief for a four-year term and a 
tribal council for two years. Signs 
soon may read “No Cherokee 
Spoken Here.” A recent survey 
among 2,700 reservationists reveal- 
ed only 86 who can read the Indian 
language and only 29 48 speak it.

God Gave Blueprint 


To Eliminate War 


“See that you make everything according to 


the pattern which was shown you on the moun- 


tain.” (Hebrews 8:5.) 


These words refer to the tabernacle, Plans for the tabernacle, the 


improvised place of worship used during the wilderness wanderings of 
the Hebrews, were given to Moses on Mt. Sinai. The tabernacle was 
built according to blueprints which came from God Himself. 


Our places of worship ought also 
to be built according to God’s 
specifications. And our lives, too. 
Genesis tells us that God made 
man in His own image.

The Ten Commandments 
make life possible for millions of 
men who are crowded together in 
large cities and overpopulated na- 
tions, for these laws tell us how 
we should treat one another and 
respect one another and honor one 
another. If the men of the nations

GENEVA—The most significant consequence of 
this summit conference may well prove to be 
the profound impression which President Eisen-

hower has made on the Soviet leaders. 

What Eisenhower accomplished—at least what he made very defi- 
nite headway toward accomplishing—was to persuade the leaders of 
the Kremlin that the President of the United States wants peace, be- 
lieves in peace, means peace, and that he would never allow America 
to be a party to a war of aggression against any nation, anywhere, large 


or small, including the U.S.S.R. 

To establish this fact in the 
minds of the men of Moscow goes 
to the heart of the most dangerous 
aspect of the cold war. 

This isn’t merely a _ rhetorical 
accomplishment, It can have a 
real and continuing bearing upon 
Soviet thinking and Soviet. action, 
and may have an end result that 
cannot yet be foreseen. 


Its significance is this: The 
Kremlin has understandably be- 
come anxious, alarmed and even 
afraid of the growing military 
and political strength of the North 
Atlantic alliance. This -alliance 
has recently become the instru- 
ment of three of the world's 
strongest powers — the United 
States, Great Britain and a re- 
nascent and dynamic West Ger- 
many. 


It looks peaceful to us but it is 
not surprising that it looks less 
peaceful to the Kremlin. 

Unless Soviet fears are to 
mount—and they could reach dan- 
gerous proportions—either NATO 
must be weakened or dismantled, 
or the Soviets must come to see 
that they have no reason to fear a 
war of aggression from the West. 

Obviously, we cannot know how 
fully the Soviet leaders were per-

that America would never be a 
party to aggression, and that Zhv- 
kov can testify that he (Eisen 
hower) never told him a lie. 

Many Americans have told many 
Russians these truths, But they 
have never been expounded with 
such effectiveness as at the sum- 
mit this last week.

In the presidential 
election we here cannot v ote for 
the candidates of our party for 
president and vice president, that 
is, residents of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and there are several hun- 
dred thousand of us. 


We have no government of our 
own, no self-government. We do 
have taxation without representa- 
ion, 

What a sorry mess our civic af- 
fairs here can get into we are just 
learning once again from sad ex- 
perience, 

Over three weeks ago a transit 
strike began here and the lack of 
public transportation, streetcars 
and buses, all during that time has 
coincided with the longest uninter- 
rupted spell of stifling hot and 
humid weather that this normally 
hot and humid city in summer- 
time has suffered in many hears. 


It is not taking too much for 
granted to presume that, if we 
had our own elected city govern- 
ment, responsible to us, with a 
mayor and city council who could 
concentrate on the strike problem, 
the strike could have been settled 
in its early stages. 

But we have nething of that 
kind. In fact, it's hard ever to 
find just who is responsible. 

So what have we seen happen 
in the strike emergency? The com-

missioners make suggestions; in- 
dividual members of Congress 
make suggestions; committees of 
Congress make suggestions. One 
day at a news conference, the 
President spoke up and said the 
strike ought to be settled, and ne 
gotiations should be carried on 
day and night until it was, and 
he said it was interfering with the 
work of government. But he did 
nothing — and then he went off 
to Geneva. It is difficult to run a 
big city with this hit-and-miss sort 
of management, with responsibil- 
ity and authority diffused. 

The real truth is that nobody 
in Congress really cares. 

Typical of the reluctant member 
of Congress is one who has a very 
important role so far as national 
capital government is concerned. 
That’s Rep. John L. MeMillan 
(D-SC), who is chairman of the 
House District of Columbia Com- 
mittee. He is opposed 
to the capital having home rule 
and a government of its own with 
the right of citizens to vote and 
elect their own officials. On sev- 
eral occasions the Senate has 
passed a home-rule bill, as it did 
again just the other day; but Mr. 
MeMillan always buries it in his 
committee in the House. He ac- 
tually seems to have a grudge 
against the natonal capital and its 
people, judging from remarks he 
makes publicly in Congress.

You never get the idea that Beau Jack is unhappy. 
He’s still got his watermelon-eating grin. He’s got his 
bad knee, but it wasn’t too bad for him to “make a 
comeback” in South Carolina not so long ago. He’s got 
nine children, and you haven’t got time to be unhappy 
with nine children.

You were led to be- 
lieve that he was led up a dark 
alley to have his pockets picked 
by some mysteriously unidentified 
creatures. As the story grew and 
time passed and these people went 
unsatisfactorily identified, the re- 
flection came to fall on a group of 
outstanding members of the Au- 
gusta National Golf Club who had 
es ca .¥ struck the fire to his career in the 
Bisher first place. Even more squarely in 
the line of attack was his first manager, Bowman Milligan, 
head steward at the Masters course. 

The basis for the stories of Jack and how he had fallen on 
bad times was supposition. Jack is a loyal fellow of exceeding 
good nature, and it soiled his pride none to return to his old 
stand as the shoeshine boy at Augusta National during the 
Masters week. This was in the form of a ritual for him for sev- 
eral years, for in the first place, it had been during the Masters 
that his fighting talents were discovered and allowed to develop. 


—Shoeshine Boy to Champ to Shoeshine Boy 


Writers from the foreign north, seeing old Beau popping his 
shoeshine rag and wearing the white jacket of a clubhouse boy, 
assumed that poverty had overcome him. The rest was simple: 
Shoeshine boy to world’s champion to shoeshine boy. 

The real story has been covered before without more than 
passing attention. Bob Cooke of the New York Herald Tribune 
wrote it as long as four years ago. In the latest issue of Sport 
magazine, though, it is written again. This time the case is sup- 
ported by facts and figures, including Beau’s bank deposits and 
income taxes. 

During his five years of high tide, Beau Jack shows an in- 
come of $123,778. He was taxed $44,873. His net take was $78,904, 
something less than the quarter-of-a-million-dollar figure they 
draw out of thin air. 

Beau Jack’s gates were considerably larger, but out of 
his take came 25 per cent for his manager, Chick Wergeles, 
and 50 per cent for Milligan. This seems like an over-sized 
chunk for Milligan, but Jack agreed to it, and it is fact that 
Milligan sank $4,000 into his fighter when the course was 
darkest and the promise most remote. 

It was the prominent members of Augusta National, qualified 
for publicity purposes in New York as the ‘‘Twenty Millionaires,” 
who eventually got Milligan off the hook and Jack on the track, 
He had everybody in his corner from Bud Maytag to Grantland 
Rice. If he could hit a lick he couldn’t possibly have missed. In 
the end, it all worked out financially dandy. Milligan drew over 
$100,000 for his $4,000 and all the original investors were paid off. 


—If He’s a Tragedy, Don’t Tell Him 


When Beau was discovered shining shoes, and when photog- 
raphers visited his neighborhood, the scenery for the tragedians 
was set. Beau never did polish up his old quarters. He lived the 
way he’d been brought up, in the utter simplicity of an unpaved 
street. 

He opened a drive-in joint and it is simplicity, too. But he 
has money, fortunately in a place where he can’t reach it. Cliff 
Roberts guided his earnings into sound investment channels, Beau 
was talked into signing an agreement putting the funds out of his 
control until a certain age. 

These investments are worth $15,000. He has a farm 
boomed to an evaluation of $138,000 by Augusta’s H-bomb 
plant. He has his drive-in, a place of crude construction that 
cost $6,000. He has a paid-up $10,000 annuity. 

This is the sucker-bait pauper they’ve created. Maybe he 
lives like it. Maybe he likes it that way. Maybe he doesn’t care. 
If he’s poor, he doesn’t know it. If he’s been taken, he doesn’t 
know it. If he’s unhappy, it doesn’t show. If he’s a tragedy, don’t 
tell him. At least the guys who’ve taken a bum rap—if any of 
these tragedies have been taken seriously—are off the hook.

COACH ALEC: THE GREATEST

A player who never made all- 
America Monday became Geor- 
gia Tech’s first former star to 
be named to the national football 
Hall of Fame. 


He’s A. R. (Buck) Flowers, 
first of Tech’s famed pony backs 
and captain of the Jackets’ 1920 
football team. 


He was among a group of 16 
former players and five coaches 
elected to the Hall of Fame at 
Rutgers University, New Bruns- 
wick, N.J. 

Flowers thus joins both of the 
coaches for whom he played at 
Tech in the Hall of Fame. John 
Heisman, Tech’s first full-time 
coach, was elected last year 
while W. A. Alexander, who suc- 
ceeded Heisman, was in the 
initial group named in 1953. Both 
deceased, they are the only two 
full-time coaches Tech has had 
before the incumbent, Bobby 
Dodd. 

Two other Southeastern Con- 
ference players joined Flowers 
in the 1955 entry list, Beattie 
Feathers, Tennessee tailback of 
1931-33, and Fred Sington, Ala- 
bama tackle of 1928-30. 

Wallace Wade, commissioner 
of the Southern Conference and 
former coach at Vanderbilt, Ala- 
bama and Duke, was one of the 
five coaches named. Another 
with an SEC background was 
Bernie Bierman, famed for his 
great teams at Minnesota but 
who also served coaching terms 
at-Montana, Tulane, and Missis- 
sippi A&M. Other coaches named 
were Matty Bell, Southern 
Methodist athletic director and 
former coach; E. N. Robinson, 
former Brown coach, and George 
E. Little, one-time director of 
athletics at Rutgers and former 
coach at Ohio State, Cincinnati, 
Miami of Ohio, Michigan and 
Wisconsin.

He later scored again on a 33- 
yard burst from scrimmage as 
Tech rolled up a 34-0 victory. 


Dean George Griffin, former 
track coach at Tech and per- 
sonal keeper of the Jackets’ 
athletic memories, recalls that 
Coach Alexander, shortly be- 
fore his death, rated Flowers 
“The greatest player I ever 
coached at Tech’ and added 
himself, that Flowers was one 
of the ‘‘greatest we ever had.”’ 

‘‘He could do everything well, 
run, pass, drop kick, punt and 
play defense. No one ever got 
by him,’* Dean Griffin said. 

Dr. D. N. Smith, recently re- 
tired Tech mathematics pro- 
fessor who taught and tutored 
Flowers and generations of 
Tech football players, hailed 
Flowers as ‘“‘for his size about 
as deadly as anything we've 
ever had. His selection pleases 
me no end.”’ 

Dr. Smith then chuckled, “I 
taught him algebra when he 
was at Tech—but the less said 
about that the better. He was a 
poor student—but a very willing 
one. He never cut class and 
was an honest, hard worker.”’ 

In the three years Flowers 
played at Tech, the Jackets 
won 20 games, lost only five. 
The teams claimed titles in 
1918 and 1920, Alexander's first 
season. 

Top honors Flowers made were 
all-Southern and second team all- 
America mention in 1920. He, of 
course, is also a member of 
Tech's all-time football team.

Delinquents? 


Just call me John Alden Sibley! I have been commissioned 
to speak of love for another.

The lady Mr. McGill loves—and I join him in his ardor—is 
a psychiatrist no less, Dr. Lauretta Bender, senlor psychiatrist 
at Bellevue Hospital in New York. 


And the reason we love her is not because of any mere 
physical charms. (Although neither of us ever clapped eyes 
ov her we are sure she is a charming lady.) 


But what she has to say falls on the ear like a tender, per- 
furned zephyr, like the rain which droppeth gently from heaven. 


Dr. Bender was talking to youth workers and enforcement offi- 

L New York on the subject of juvenile delinquency and 
she said that after 20 vears of counseling and treating young 
people she is convinced that ‘‘far more children should be delin- 
quent-than actually are.” 

She found in youngsters, she said, ‘‘an amazing capacity to 
tolerate bad parents, poor teachers, dreadful homes and com- 
munivies 


“And how they grow!” she declared. ‘Only a small number 
are overwhelmed. Most of these flatten out, stop growing and 
become dependent on some person or institutions. A really small 
percentage become aggressive.”’ 


Delinquency, says Dr. Bender, is no this-generation wonder. 
And that poor bruised, battered, kicked-around whipping boy, the 
home, is not necessarily nor altogether to blame. 


In the years 1860 to 1900 communities had to cope with exactly 
same types of youth crimes as today proportionately just as 


olte Dr. Bender said 


“And that was in a day of no mechanization, no easy com- 
munication and transportation, no radio, no television, no movies, 
no comics, no sight-method of teaching reading, no world wars. 
If we are going to discuss juvenile delinquency, we must look 
for much more basic causes—causes that can cover at least the 
last 100 years and all of Western civilization. 


On the subject of home Dr. Bender said something I don’t 
bear from many experts nor any of the pseudo-experts, and yet 
most of us have felt for a long time that it had to be true. 

“We have blamed the home entirely too much,” she said. 
“After all, who are these parents in ‘bad homes’? Poor, unhappy 
people themsetves. A broken home in adolescence is tragedy but 
in and of itself, it will not cause delinquency.” 


Dr. Bender studied 8,000 of the “worst cases’ of juvenile 
delinquency at Bellevue and she has no cut-and-dried explanation 
or easy, pat cure. She only thinks that misbehavior may be 
raced to “‘a combination of many factérs,”’ including such things 

* gross deprivation both of love and (the necessities of life, severe 
punishment. enforced submissivenes) and isolation, learning dif- 
ulties and organic disturbances

Far too often, however, there’s 
an empty stretch at the start of 
a diet when no one seems to 
notice. This is particularly true 
for anyone who is considerably 
overweight. Also, day by day 
change is less easily detected, so 
dieters often fee) discouraged 
when the family fails to take 
prompt notice. 

One secretary was so pleased 
when an acquaintance who had 
not seen her in a few months 


examined . . “You look won- 
derful. . . . You’ve lost weighf.”’ 
“Oh, thank you for noticing,” 


was the reducer’s response, and 
she added, “I’ve taken off 17 
pounds, but my family and 
friends haven’t said a word!” 


LAMENTS 


Another overweight laments 
that she has to take off at least 
20 pounds before anyone so much 
as mentions that she looks slim- 
mer. Since she has a big frame, 
change is not apparent quickly. 
Incidentally, she must lose 20 
pounds before she can wear a 
smaller size dress.

At the 
very time she needed praise for 
having lost 84 pounds, and en- 
couragement to continue, her

From now 
on, the satisfaction can come 
through your achievement and in 
your feeling of increased well- 
being!

Stick to Concrete Goal 
On Outing for Young 


Every child likes to go on an excursion with daddy or mummy, 
but if the child is under 6, take a tip from nursery school teach- 
ers: Make it short, make it wonderful, and give the child plenty 


of time to explore. 

Most important, concentrate 
only on one thing; give the trip 
a concrete goal, and stick to 
it. 

“If father remembers this 
and takes his son to see a plane 
up close, instead of taking him 
for a guided tour of the near- 
est international airport, they'll 
both have a better time,” Ed- 
gar S. Bley, author of ‘Have 
Fun With Your Son,”’ advises 
in the 2 to 5 World News. 


The most important part of 
conversation is listening. A con- 
versation between two persons 
requires two listeners. Chil- 
dren can be trained in the art 
of conversation as early as the 
age of 2, although little should 
be expected in the way of re- 
sults until the child is 12. Haw 
at 2?
